August. 
Rector Criticized Wife. 


The woman lawyer announced that 
the rector had written a letter from 
islesford about Aug. 20, less than a 
week before his return, to Mrs. Mills. 


in this letter he severely criticized his. 


wife, who was with him on her vaca- 
tion, for her conduct toward the choir 
singer at Point Pleasant. 

“Her remarks at Point Pleasant 
were foolish and entirely uncalled for,” 
the letter says, according to the quota- 
tions made by Miss North. The law- 
yer said Hall went on to write in the 
same letter: 

“I don’t blame you for being hurt— 
you know how I feel about them, Dear- 
est, don’t let it trouble you. I didn’t 
show her your letter to me—but you 
were wise to send it to Islesford—for 
she might have commented if no letter 
came from you. But she didn’t ask to 
gee it—just said, ‘Is there any news 
from Eleanor?’ ”’ 


Mrs. Mills Worried Over Risks. 


According to Miss North the rector 
tried to reassure Mrs. Mills, who had 
evidently been worrying about the 
risks they had been running. He told 
her, said Miss North, that Mrs. Hall 
had not said anything about the choir 
singer, and he did not think his wife's 
former friendliness for Mrs. Mills had 
changed.

Dr. Wright found the territory wide- 
ly devastated, but in most sections 
sufficient buildings remained to house 
the present population. While there 
was no acute suffering, he said, “ there 
is without doubt need for medical sup- 
plies and a great need for food.”

COALITION PASSES. 


The ministry which has just resigned after ruling 
the British empire during six of the most critical 
years of its history was the child of necessity. 
Wer brought it forth and war conditions alone kept 
it alive. It was an agency created by conditions 
which are rapidly passing or have passed and 
inevitably we are now to see British politics of the 
normal type reasserting itself. The coalition was 
an abnormal union binding uneasy and inconsistent 
political forces, and effective as it was to meet the 
particular circumstances with which it has had to 
deal, it could not survive much longer. The Turkish 
crisis was too much for its receding strength. 

Lioyd George was in fact the coalition. Conven- 
tional politics could not meet the tremendous and 
transcendent conditions of the conflict with Ger- 
many. Mr. Asquith and Sir Edward Grey, well- 
meaning statesmen saturated in tradition, were 
helpless and in 1916 the allied cause was sweeping 
rapidly toward disaster. Lioyd George by tem- 
perament and character wis capable of dealing 
with the imminent realities of the crisis, of thrust- 
ing aside sacred precedent and dealing ruthlessly 
with facts. He alone could get things done and 
conservative pragmatism accepted him, with a wry 
face but unreservedly. That is a virtue of con- 
servatism. 

After the end of hostilities the need for the 
qualities of Lloyd George was as great almost as 

during the war. He could serve the empire in the 
momentotis division of spoils for he is not only a 
man of action but probably the most adroit nego- 
tiator in the history of British diplomacy. He is 


also the most skillful of parliamentarians, able to 


drive the most ill-matched of teams, a master advo- 
cate and sophist, a master mariner among the 
perilous tides of expediency. 

But he is not a conservative and if the conserv- 
ative party is to retain any semblance of consist- 
ency it could not follow him into a period in which 
the interests and principles of toryism must express 
themselves or die out. 

Meantime Lloyd, George leaves office without a 
party. The Liberalism represented by Asquith 
distrusts and dislikes hirn. The conservatives have 
abandoned him and indeed he is not a conservative. 

The situation is more complicated than any in 
British political annals and the outcome will be 
very interesting and illuminating. Issues which 
run deep into British society will be more clearly 
formulated than they could be during,the war or 
the years of international negotiaflon. The election 
will therefore be one of the most momentous in the 
long course of British politics. We suspect that 
the swing is in the direction of conservatism, but 
the conservative leaders who have reacted against 
Lioyd George stem not to be very forceful men. 
Despite the discredit of the latter’s policy in Asia 
Minor, the eloquent and brilliant Welshman is still 
the most powerful personality in British politics 


and if he can form a party,of the center, as it is|. 
said is projected, holding several of the ablest men |, 


in the late coalition, he will come into parliament 
with a power which may soon recover control. As 
leader of an opposition group he will be the most 
formidable antagonist any possible ministry could 
face. 

The important fact is that British political forces 
are entering @ period of reorganization in which a 
more consistent representation of their main inter- 
ests and tendencies will be created. This was 
bound to come soon in any event and Great Brit- 
ain’s affairs seer to have reached a stage at which 
the somewhat artificial but useful control of the 
coalition can be given up end British politics 
restored to its norma! influences.

cently were made in Germany, are more important. 

Commertia] aviation requires two things pri- 
marily. One is improved stability or safety of 
airplanes. The other is reduced cost of operation. 
Stability has already reached a point where a 
modern machine with two or three passengers and 
a capable pilot may operate with almost as much 
safety as a motor car on a crowded highway. But 
as the size of the machine is increased to carry 
more persons the danger of accident is corre- 
spondingly increased. And the small and safe 
machine cannot operate except at high cost per 
passenger or unit of freight carried. 

It is these problems more than an increase of 
ten or 100 miles an hour in speed which com- 
‘mercial aviation must solve. The gliders are at- 
tempting solution. They are learning to keep 
aloft without motors by taking advantage of air 
currents, as a bird soars. One expert says if they 
could see the air they could even now remain 
aloft as long as they desired. Théy can’t see it, 
but they are learning to feel it and “sense” it. 
Instruments “will be developed to help them. 
Eventually we may have machines with light en- 
gines, using the air currents chiefly for buoyancy 
and the power for movement. 

We need all these features of development. But 
for commercial development, out of which finer 
improvements must come, unless aviation is 
always to remain a subsidized science, we most 
need safety and low costs. Safety, with caution, 
is virtually here. The low costs must follow.

“Wiliam L. Corris, one of the city 
halfexperts, was compeiled to pay a 
federal income tax. And he has paid 
it. His firm, the Central Law Report- 
ing agency, received $85,591.25 from 
the city treasury last year. 

“Busy Bill,” the court reporter, is 
a friend of “‘Big Bill,” the mayor. 
“Busy Bill” has more standing in 
the Thompson-Lundin-Small organiza- 


tien than most of the real estate and 
hullding experts, who obtained an opin- 
jen-of the internal revenue solicitor 
éxempting them from income taxes on 
the theory that they are city em- 


ployés. 


Reported Every Day. 

In showing the experts are city em- 
ployés, it is claimed by them and their 
employer, Michael Faherty, that 
they reported to him practically every 
day. “Busy Bill” more nearly re- 
ports every day to the city law depart- 
ment than the experts. 

Another reason why the experts are 
exempted is because they were “ given 
personal instructions as to the time 
When particular work was to be done 
and the sections on the various pro}- 
ects on which they were to work.” 
“ Busy Bill” gets personal instructions 
and directions nearly every day tell- 
ing him in what court he must do the 
court reporting, when he must be 
there, and what part of the testimony 
must be transcribed from stenographic 
notes to typewriting. 

Another reason why the experts 
were exempted was because they were 
directed to attend conferences with the 
engineers and legal staff of the board 
of local improvements. “ Busy Bill” 
dues the same. He attends confer- 
ences of lawyers and engineers when- 
ever they want the services of a court 
reporter. 
| Left Out in Cold. 

“Busy Bill” has not tried to estab- 
lish that he is a city employé, as did 
the experts. He apparently was left 
Out in the cold on that scheme. But 
Bill has tried to show the internal 
revenue bureau that he is a personal 
bérvice concern, but the bureau could 
net see it. Dill himself has so ad- 
mitted. 

Not only has Corris done all the 
work for the city administration, but 
until recently he was doing~the re- 
porting for the grand jury. He does 
all the work for the public utility com- 
mission. He has been doing court re- 
porting for other state and city de- 
partments. Yet he had to pay an in- 
eome tax, while the experts have es- 
caped to date.

Knowledge of Grid Rules 
Leads to Greater Interest| FOR \QWA STRUGGLE 


While so much is being said and 
printed about the various football 
teams which en- 


gage in interest- 
ing struggles to- 
morrow and sub- 
sequent week- 
ends until ge 
giving day, the 
spectator who 
supports the great 
college game 
should come in 
for some consid- 
eration. 

Although the 
close follower oi 
football knows the 
penalties for al) 
infringements of 
drew rules, how 

points are scored, 
and what makes brilliant open field 
runs possible, the average spectator is 
ignorant of some of the most interest- 


gle. The layman appreciates the long 
run, the successful field goal, or the 
line thrust which results in scores, but 
he is in the dark when it comes to 
knowing how these plays are executed 
and the help given the ball carriers by 
his ten mates. : 


How Points Are Scored. 


In order to aid some of the many 
thousands who will see gridiron 
struggles this fall and who are not 
familiar with rules and some interest- 
ing facts, a few of the more important 
points will be stated briefly. In the 
first place a touchdown counts six 
points. In the try for point after 
touchdown, the goal kick counts one 
point and the same value is at- 
tached to a play which might be suc- 
cessful in crossing the goal line. 

A goal from the field by either drop 
or place kick counts three points and 
a eafety two points. A touchback has 
no value. Spectators can always dif- 
ferentiate between a safety and touch- 
back by watching where the is 
put in play. If the referee places the 
ball on the 20 yard line, it is a touch- 
back. If it is put in play on the 30 
yard line, it is a safety. 

Offside Play Penalty Common. 

Before the start of every game the 
two captains are called to the center 
of the field by the referee and umpire. 
The length of the four periods, which 
generally are fifteen minutes each, is 
agreed upon. The referee and umpire 
generally warn the captains to be 
eareful of certain rule infringements. 
The referee then tosses a coin for 
choice of goals, with the visiting cap- 
tain always given the courtesy of call- 
ing the turn of the coin. If the winner

One of the most common penalties is 


five yards for offside play. This same 
penalty may @ inflicted for backs 
being in motion or crawling on the part 
of the player in possession of the ball. 
The same yardage penalty may be in- 
flicted for many other violations, but 
the above are the most common. 


Distance on Penalties. 


When the spectator sees the referee 
mark off fifteen yards against a cer- 
tain team it is generally for illegal 
use of the hands in the interference. 
Players of the side in possession of the 
ball cannot use their hands to push 
a tackler out of the path of the ball 
carrier. In the event the side making 
a forward pass is penalized fifteen 
yards it is because some member of 
the offending team interfered with #&h 
opponent who was in a position to 
catch the oval. Holding, however, is 
the most common fifteen yard penalty. 


: 


In the infliction of all penalties ex-} 


cept those pertaining to incompleted’ 
forward passes the down always re- 
mains the same. For instance, if a 
member of the team in possessitn of 
the ball is offside on the first down, 
the down after the penalty is inflicted 
will be first down and fifteen yards to 
gain instead of ten. On uncompleted 
forward passes, the down advances. 
Linemen’s Play Interesting, 
Those having a genera] knowledge of 
the game will derive more pleasure if 
they watch the interference take off 
tacklers instead of keeping their eyes 
on the man with the ball, The knack 
of blocking can only be accomplished 
after earnest practice and when d 
properly is one of the prettiest plays 
in football. The fan should also try 
to watch the forwards in their efforts 
to open holes for the plunging backs. 
It is extremely interesting to watch 
the play of ends, the manner in which 
they worm themselves free of the de- 
fense to catch forward passes or elude 
opponents to cover punts. General 
play of the end is infinitely more wear- 
ing and responsible than under the 
old rules. When field goals are at- 
tempted, the blocking of the kicking 
team is also an interesting feature. 


Watch Quarterback’s Plays. 

Going a step further those who have 
a rather thorough knowledge of foot- 
ball will derive more interest if they 
watch the scoreboard and try to pick 
in advance the plays which the of- 
fensive quarterback will use when the 
oval rests in certain parts of the field. 
If the oval rests within a team’s forty 
yard line, it is in kicking territory. 
The punt should be called on the first 
down if the ball is inside the ten yard 
line. It should be booted on the sec- 
ond down if inside the thirty yard line 
and on the third down if between the 
thirty“and forty yard line.

ONLY 64PERCENT 
OF CORN PLANTED 
REACHESHARVEST 


A surprise was given the corn trade | 
yesterday by a statement issued by the | 
department of agriculture at Washing- 
ton showing that only 64 per cent of 
the corn crop grows. Fi S are given 
covering a period of thirteen years. 

The difference between the potential 
erop and the quantity harvested is due 
to weather conditions, defective seed, 
Plant disease, and insect and anim 
pests. For every bushel of corn har- 
vested somewhat over one-half bushel 
fails to reach harvest. 

The largest potential corn crop was ons 
of about §,000,000,000 bushels in 1917, 
although the actual harvest of 3,065,000,- 
000 bushels in that year was exceeded in 
the three years, 1912, 1920, and 1921. the 
largest harvested crop being 3, Ws, 0v0,- 
ov0 bushels in 1920. 

During the thirteen years, the lowest 
degree of prevention was 23.5 per cent 
of a potential crop in 1920, and the high- 
jest was 44.5 per cent fn 1913.
